As I write this month I am feeling rather out of touch 
with the village having only just returned from convalescence after 
pneumonia, which put me out of action from 1st March for three 
weeks. I would like to take this opportunity to thank all those 
who rallied round to help my family during this period, and for all 
the good wishes which I received. 

With all the good weather we have been enjoying recently, 
many of us will have been planning our summer holidays, vftiile you 
are doing so, may I ask you to think of underprivileged children, 
desparately in need of a holiday but with no hope of getting one 
without the help of people such as ourselves. Last year I drew 
your attention to the Children's Country Holiday Fund and several 
of you offered to welcome one of those children into your homes for 
a fortnight. To give you an idea of the typo of child who is helped 
by C.C.H.F., I quote from their newsletter: 

"Standards of deprivation have changed enormously sinoo 
the foundation of our fund in 1884. Thankfully, in the 1970s, 
wo can say that the ragged street-child of the Dickensian era 
is no longer with us. Poverty is not our only guideline 
nowadays, though it is all too ovidont in some quarters and 
is particularly heart-breaking when coupled with the many 
social problems which besot the families whos6 children ccmo 
into our care. But for all the children there are 'family 
circumstances' in the widest sense of the tenn, which may 
include such misorios as: 


1 












one-room family life a parent in prison 

one-bed family sleeping parental neglect or desertion 

mental or physical ill-health an unmarried or unsupported 

of parents mother 

or, herhaps the most unhappy circumstances of all, a broken 
home. Any or all of thes 6 strains of daily life may contribute 
to a fearful sense of insecurity and distress for a child, and 
there are few means of escape".

FROM THE VICAR 



A most important event in the life of our Church this 
month is the Annual Meeting* Each year the importance of this 
meeting is stressed and yet only the faithful few bother to 
attend. Obviously even for Church people this rates pretty 
low in their order of priorities, and in this sense the Church is 
little different from any other society or organisation. Too 
often the minority attend the meetings and the majority just 
grumble. Yet it is the one occasion in the year when an 
opportunity is given to air your views or grievances. It is the 
part of the democratic process and so often we take it for granted. 
No doubt it would complain loudly if it were no 4 - there, so please 
come along on the 19 th and say v/hat you think, or is everything 
so good at Swaffham Bulbeck that no comment is reeded ? 

If the latter is true, then wo can rightly be accused 
of complacenoy 1 

Hcwevor I would point out that since the introduction 
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SWAFFHAM BULESCK, DOMING HOUSE 
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only those whose names are already on the Electoral Roll (qualifications: 
aged 17 , baptised and resident in the Parish or a habitual worshipper) 
are entitled to speak and vote.. Others may do so with permission but 
they do not vote for obvious reasons. 

Usually Annual Meetings tend to be rather dull affairs, as in 
one sense they have to be. After all reports and accounts are not the 
most exciting of diets, but there is no reason why it should not be 
enlivened. Perhaps some questions might provoke a response: 


1 . Is the Church doing the job it ought 
to be doing in Stfaffham Bulbeck ? 

2 . If not, where is it failing ? 

3 » Hot/ can we improve our worship ? 

4 . Is our work with children satisfactory ? 

Think about these and any others that come to mind and bring 
your questions and comments on the 19th - you will be very welcome.

Australia. 


We Barrats have been on a good "walkabout" sinoe arriving in 
Sydney in September last. Have done a total of nearly 13,000 miles 
in that time but at last have got established hero at Bathurst, which 
by the way is where Mr. and Mrs Lowe's sons-in-law liv6. If you have 
not already heard from Bett's mother. I'll give you a brief aocount of 
our doings since we arrived here in aus 1 tralia. 

Of course, before going out west, we had a good look round 
Sydney to see what changes had taken place. Many fine buildings have 
gone up in the commercial area, but all very crampod, up to 60 stories 
high. By far the best is the Opera House, which is situated on the 
Harbour's edge, and is really beautiful. So it should be as it cost 
over £45 million sterling l 


Having bought a 19^3 Hcldcn station wagon, we set out for Trangie, 
the home of our old boss, where wo enjoyed a few days working with

sheep arid cattle before going to stay with friends at Lyngan, an elderly 
couple who stayed with us at Swaffham in July 1970 , where we again spent 
an enjoyable few days. There were plenty of kangaroos, emus and wild pigs 
in the area. Also we encountered our first snake, a brown one, 6 feet 
long, and deadly. The rear wheels of the station waggon very quickly put 
him to sleep. We encountered yet another one two days later, this time a 
black one which got the same treatment. Y/e have not seen any more. 

Prom Lyngan we made our way to Eohadan to spend a few days 
there with fiends before moving on to spend yet a few more days with 
other friends who have a poultry farm. They too visited us in Swaffham. 
From there wo wont on tr have a lock at Canberra, which we enjoyed very 
much. It's really a beautifully planned city which has doubled its size 
3inoe last we saw it in I 960 . From there we went up to Sydney by the 
coast road which affords some beautiful views of the coastline. Back in 
Sydney Ian got himself fixed up wi J 'h a job with a very large Australian 
oompany who have now recognised his first year's training in England, 
so he has over £2C0 back pay coming to him next week - that will make 
him happy. 


Bett and I thought we would like to have a go at some sort of 
business, so wo looked around the Gosford area and got interested in one 
- a milk bar. These are very popular out here, but we did not take the 
plunge. So I thon get a job with Walton's Dept. Store as a management trainoo, 
on the understanding I would be assigned to a oountry town within three 
months., as wo did not wish to stay in Sydnoy, which is a real rat race 
and expensive. 

At breakfast in oarly Doocmbor, Susan was looking down the 
oolunns of businesses for sale and saw one for the leaso of a caravan 
park on the shore of Lake Macquanie, so wo applied with 35 others, got it 
and signed up the lease to take ovor on Fob 1 st. Wo arranged to go there 
ono wock before Christmas and work thorc until take ovor for wages. Thon 
wo learned ono or two facts that discouragod us so wo pulled out. As Bett 
is very keen on the west of tho State in spito of heat, dust and flies, 
wo made our way to Dubbo, v/hcro I applied for 5 positions, hoping that 
if I got cno it would bo at Dubbo, as wo had our eyes nn a small farm 
just a fow miles out of town at a very reasonable price, but it was not 
to bo. Of the 3 positions I was offered wo so looted the mo at Bathurst 
which is buyer for a household textiles. Wo havo bought a house, old, 
but wo think very delightful. Comor block with park at the side of us. 

Large garden, troos and shrubs. Hope to be in within 6 wooks.
